AUCTION CONTRABAND STAMPS 


Hamilton, Bermuda, March 11.— 
The Bermuda Prize Court’s auction of 
more than a billion contraband 
stamps continued today. The stamps 
which are expected to bring $60,000 
to the Bermuda Government came 
mostly from Axis-dominated count- 
ries and North Africa during the 
early years of the war. They were 
seized by the Government authorities 
when smugglers attempted to bring 
them to the United States for dis- 
posal. Some smugglers managed to 
escape emigration suspicion while 
others landed in jail. 

Two months were spent at sorting 
the stamps which weigh about two 
tonc Some of the stamps seized then 
now are on sale. Others were auction- 
ed earlier this month.

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1868 Issue of Ganada 


by Henri Reinhard 





(Reprinted from the Baltimore 
Philatelist, with later additions.) 





With the signing of the articles of 
Confederation on July 1, 1867, thu 
Provinees of Canada, New  Bruns- 
wiek, and Nova Scotia were united to 
form the Dominion of Canada. Sub- 
sequently, the postal rates were 
generally reduced and a new set of 
stamps was ordered for issue on 
April 1, 1868. Stamps bearing the 
profile portrait of Queen Victoria 
facing to the right were issued in 
denominations of !$c, le, Ze, 3c, 6c. 
1215c, and 15c. A Bc die was ap- 
parently engraved about the same 
time, but the plate was not made 
until a change in rates in 1875 
created a sudden need for the De 
value. It was used for about four 
months until a new die and plate 
could be prepared in the smaller size 
then current. Because of their large 
size (approximately 20x24 mms.), 
this series is commonly known as the 
Large Queens or Large Cents. 

The Large Queens were replaced 
by new smaller stamps beginning in 
January 1870 as the supplies of the 
various denominations were exhaust- 
ed. The 1c and 3c were replaced 
about January 1, 1870, the Ze and 6c 
in 1872, and the %e in 1882. The 
12%c was used until 1888 and was 
not replaced by a stamp of the same 
value. The 15c plate remained ser- 
vieeable, and due to the small num- 
ber required was not replaced, ad- 
ditional printings being made from 
the same plates as needed. This value 
was used until 1899 or 1900. 

There are shade varieties of each 
denomination, some of which are 
quite distinct. The variations on the 
Me, be, and 12!5c are not so promin- 
ent, but the 15c, in use for 32 years, 
appears in a wide range of colors 
and shades, only a few of which are 
listed as follows:

To avoid confusion with the 3e, 
the color of the 1c was changed 
about Jan. 1869. 

The standard perforation of the 


issue is 12, but the We, 5e, and 15c 
are found perforated 11%x12, The 
latter perforation, in use about 1874 
to 1878, is the only one found on the 
5e value. Late printings of the 15e 
about 1888 occur perforated 12% all 
around. 


The proper classification of the 
papers is perhaps the most confus- 
ing aspect of the entire series. The 
le value in the Brown Red color, in 
use for only 9 months, ean be found 
on five readily distinguishable types 
of paper, as well as some in-between 
grades which are difficult to assign 
to any one type. Scott's Catalogue 
lists the set on wove paper with sub- 
types on thin paper and watermark- 
ed paper for all values; and for the 
15e value only, a sub-type on very 
thiek paper. There is also a major 
listing on laid paper for the lc, 2e 
and 3e values. 

No two authorities have 
classified the papers alike, and in 
most cases the large number of 
classifications are confusing.  Win- 


ever 


a 
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throp S. Boggs (footnote 1) class- 
ifies and describes the papers in a 
fairly simple manner with very 
little more detail than the Scott 
listings. The greatest difficulty with 
Boggs’ classifications is the failure 
to recognize more than one type of 
thin paper. This is of philatelic im- 
portanee chiefly because all author- 
ities. state that the first printing (s) 
were on thin paper, and conversely, 
that all copies on thin paper are 
from the first printing (s). 

Expanding the more simple class- 
ifications, omitting the 5c and later 
printings of the 15e, results in the 
following: 

1. Thin, hard, crisp, 
parent paper. This, in general, is 
the description given by most 
authorities for the thin paper. There 
is usually a further statement that 
the printings on this paper are not 
clear, and appear somewhat oily or 
smearly on the face. When viewed 
from the back, the design shows 
through strongly, but not clearly. 
The only paper which fits these var- 
ious descriptions is readily recogniz- 
ed by its erinkly parchment-like ap- 
pearance, and the only stamps of 
the Large Queens set for which this 
paper was definitely used are the 1e, 
2e, and 3c. These three values on 
this paper can usually be recognized 
from the face by their deeper shades 
and smeary appearance. Some of 
this paper may have been used for 
the !óc and 6 but the dark colors 
of these make a close distinction 
difficult. The weave either horizontal 
or vertical, is very faint, but may 
sometimes be detected. The Bill 
Stamps of 1865 printed by the 
American Bank Note Company at 
New York, and th. Bill Stamps of 
1868 printed by the new British 
American Bank Note Company in 
Canada are commonly found on this 
same paper. 

2. Thin, semi-transparent, hard to 
Soft paper. This paper differs from 
Type 1 in that there is no crinkly 
appearance. The printings are clear 
and the design shows through. This 
is the thin paper as found on the 6c 
and 15c and is also found on the 1e, 
2c, and 3c, being quite common on 
the 1c. The shades of the 1c, 2c, and 
3e are not distinctive, but the 15c is 


semi-trans- 


in a different mauve shade. The 


weave is the same as Type 1. 


3. Medium, thin, hard paper. This 
paper has a more pronounced weave 
than the other thin papers. The 
design shows through clearly but 
faintly. This is the thin paper of the 
we and 121!$c. 


4. Medium to thick paper. This is 
the ordinary wove paper which 
varies from medium, with the design 
showing through faintly, to  stout 
opaque. The weave is horizontal only 
and usually strong. 


5. Watermarked paper. This is the 
only stout paper with a vertical 
weave and any stamp on this paper 
must come from a  watermarked 
sheet, even though no watermark is 
evident. The watermark consists of 
the letters, “E € G. BOTHWELL" 
on one line, and, “CLUTHA MILLS” 
on the next line in doubled lined 
capitals covering two or three rows 
of stamps across the middle of the 
sheet. According to a recent theory 
(footnote 3) the watermark does not 
represent the makers name as prev- 
iously believed. It is stated that “E.” 
is the abbreviation for Edinburgh, 
“G.” for Glasgow, “BOTHWELL” a 
street name, and “CLUTHA” an 
archaic name for the Clyde River. 
Seott lists all values on watermark- 
ed paper. | 

The 15c is known with a script 
watermark on one line reading, 
"Alexr. Pirie & Sons". This stamp 
is a rarity. Published descriptions 
give no  distinguishng character- 
istics by which the paper may be 
recognized if the watermark is not 
evident. The writer has never seen a 
copy. : 
Some of the later printings of the 
15e are on a paper with a vertical 
weave, but the colors obviate any 
confusion with the watermarked 
paper. Late printings in the , lilac 
shades are on a thin, hard, but 
opaque paper. Although the design 
does not show through, an embossed 
outline of parts of the design is 
usually present. 

6. Very Thick Paper. This is a 
hard white paper resembling a thin 
cardboard, sometimes referred to as 
carton paper. This was used for the 
15e value about 1880. There is a 
possibility that some of the Small 
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Queens may exist on this 


paper. 

7. Laid Paper. The 1c and 3c are 
known on horizontal laid paper. The 
Ze is listed, but not priced by Scott's, 
and some handbooks state that only 
one copy is known to exist. “Popular 
Stamps” magazine for June 1947, 
page 27, reports the sale of a second 
(not verified) copy by Puttick & 
Simpson, London during November 
18-19, 1935 for 215 pounds. Boggs 
questions the existence of the Ze, 
based on the belief that the laid 
paper was used for stamps from the 
third order dated Oct. 8, 1868. No 2c 
were included in that order (footnote 
2). However, Patrick Hamilton in his 
handbook “Canadian Stamps”, page 
23, places the 3c on laid paper as 
early as June, and the writer has a 
copy of the 3c dated Sept. 18, 1868. 
These 3c must have been from the 
second order which also included a 
requisition for the 2c value. 


same 


Boggs gives the dates 


and quan- 
tities of each order 


(footnote 2) 


and states that all of the first 
order (Note: the word “order” is 
used, not printing) and part of 


the second order were on thin paper. 
If it is assumed that Boggs’ thin 
vaper classification includes all three 
types of the thin paper, the mathma- 
tical occurence of stamps on thin 
paper appears to be about right for 
the Ic, 2c, and 6c values. However, 
the 3e on thin paper appears to be 
relatively scarcer than the other 
values. As there were at least three 
tvpes of thin paper used for the 
early thin paper printings, it is quite 
probable that some of the ordinary 
thicker wove paper was also used. 
Such use would seem most likely to 
occur on the 8c because of the 
scarcity of thin paper copies, but 
may have occurred on any of the 
other values. The writer has a copy 
of the le dated April 14, 1868, and 
another dated May 26, 1868, both on 
the thicker paper. Although the 
second order was dated May 22, 
1868, the latter copy is undoubtedly 
from the first order. These copies 
support the evidence that not all of 
the early printings (first order) 
were on thin paper. Due to the 
scarcity of dated copies much more 
study is necessary before this theory 
can be established as fact. 


For practical purposes if types 2 
and 3 can be considered as one 
eroup, the possibility of confusion is 
considerably decreased. The stamps 
may then be classified according to 
paper varieties as follows: 


1. Thin Crinkly, lc, 2c, 3c. 

2 € 3. Thin Hard and Medium Thin, 
1e, 2c, 86, 6c, 15e, tec, T230 

*4. Ordinary Wove, All values. 

5. Watermarked, All values 
15e, be and le yellow shades. 

6. Very Thick, 15c.

The wide variety of cancellations 
found on this issue are an additional 
attraction. As most of these have 
been described and / or illustrated in 
one or more of the handbooks on 
Canadian stamps, only a brief des- 
cription is given here. 

The duplex cancellation which 
came into general use in some of 
the larger post offices about 1860 
consisted of a postmark and circular 
grid killer on the same handstamp, 
both circles being about 20-22 mms. 
It is this cancellation which probably 
provided most of the dated copies, 
although a similar postmark with- 
out attached killer was in use dur- 
ing the same period. Where stamps 
were used in multiples or combina- 
tions, the killer struck one stamp 
and the postmark struck another. 
Dated copies of all values are scarce, 
but the 1c and 3e are more common 
due to multiple usage. 

The four ring numeral cancel- 
lation, first used about 1857, con- 
sisted of four concentric rings  en- 
closing a numeral. The numbers were 
assigned to various towns in alpha- 
betical order. The outside diameter 
is 22-24 mms. 

The two ring numeral cancellation 
came into use with the Large Queens 
in 1868. The numbers were assigned 
to post offices in order of their 
importance. The diameter is the 
same as the four ring numeral can- 
cellation. 

The Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick grids were still used in those 
provinces. Both are large ovals with 
thin bars running lengthwise. 

The target, or bull's eye, so com- 
mon on the earlier issues, is also 
found on this issue. The most com- 
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mon consists of seven concentric 
rings, but there are many types with 
a varying number of rings. 

There are many types of 
square, round, oval, etc. both 
and without enclosed numerals. 

And last but not least come the 
cork, or fancy cancellations. These 
are found in wide variety, but they 
are generally not as imaginative as 
those which were used in the United 
States of America during the same 
period. 

Although there are very few plate 
or printing varieties, the numerous 
papers, shades, cancellations, and 
perforations make this issue an 
interesting one for both the special- 
ist and general collector.

METER NEWS AND NOTES 
By M. L. Brown, Rutland, Sask. 


After a long absence here I am 
again with further developements in 
the meter field. 

For a short time last year the 
Family Allowanees branch of the De- 
partment of National Health and 
Welfare for Ontario used a rather 
odd meter. It was a 143000 type but 
instead of the usual Postes, Postage, 
and value it read Postage Paid Per- 
mit No. 1 and is found only on meter 
143336. This meter also had a slogan 
reading “Family Allowances are for 
Your Children.” It would appear that 
this meter will be hard to find as it 
was used for only one month as near 
as I ean find out. 

Since then ordinary meter types 
have been used in Ontario and Sask- 
atchewan and they have used a num- 
ber of interesting slogans such as 
“Education Week November 14-20th 
Visit Your School” and “Recreation 
Pays Dividends". Whether or not 
other provinces are using meters for 
the mailing of Family Allowance 
cheques I have been unable to find 
out so would appreciate hearing from 
anyone who could tell me. 

The current 143000 series of num- 
bers have now passed on into 144000 


numbers and the highest I have seen 
to date is 144192. Another interesting 
note is that Roman numeral dates are 
appearing in use in Ontario and other 
English speaking provinces whereas 
they have been used exclusively. for 
the benefit of the French population 
in Quebec. 


Interesting slogans of recent use 
are “Slow Down at Sundown” from 
House of Assembly. Toronto, Ont. on 
meter 54100; “Give (Red Cross) The 
Work of Merey Never Ends” on 
140857 from Regina, Sask.; “Safe- 
guard Your Health” on 140167 from 
Toronto, Ont.; “Clean Up, Paint Up, 
Plant Up, Light Up” from various 
cities; “Stop Accidents Before An 
Accident Stops You” from Vancouver 
on 140103; “Alberta has over 7000 
sq. miles of Mountain Playground” 
from Edmonton on 140215; “Going 
Forward With the West” on 140185 
from Portage La Prairie, Manitoba 
picturing stooks of grain and the 
rising sun; and several slogans all 
on meter 1056 from Regina reading 
“Saskatchewan The Hunters Para- 
dise", “Saskatchewans Parks Plea- 
sure in Leisure” and “Saskatchewans 
Parks Invite You”.; from Halifax a 
very fine slogan on meter 140914 
“Come to Halifax Summer Of 1949 
200th Birthday 1749-1949 Halifax 
Bicentenary” “Pray Work Give, 
Priez Travaillez Donnez" from Ot- 
tawa on 143316; “Churchill Port of 
the Prairies Trade Service Regina" 
on several meter numbers used in 
Saskatchewan; “Use Your Democra- 
tic Right Vote” also from  Rengina 
and on meter 140108; and worth 
mentioning although used in 1946 is 
the slogan “See the Calgary Stam- 
pede July 8th to 13th 1946” with a 
picture of a full dress Indian chief 
and used from Calgary on meter 
140120 

For some time now many of- 
fices have been using Canada in their 
postmark as well as their province. 
Now meters are following with the 
use of “London, Ont., Canada” on 
meter 143458 in the townmark. 

I would be pleased to hear from 
any readers with meter news so we 
can keep this corner going and inter- 
esting. I was glad last year to meet 
several readers who are collectors 
while in Ontario on a holiday and 
trust I shall be able to contact others 
this year.

The Cross shown on our Christmas 
Seals is the Lorraine Cross. It dates 
back to the 9th Century, when it was 
made the emblem of the eastern 
braneh of the Christian Church. The 
Crusaders brought it to Europe. 
Godfrey, the Duke of Lorraine, 
adopted it as his standard when he 
was elected christian ruler of 
Jerusalem in 1099. The National 
Tuberculosis Association at its  in- 
ception secured the registration of 
the Lorraine Cross as their official 
emblem.

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How to Order Stamps, Covers of Newfoundland-Canada Commemorative 


The new stamp will supplement 
the regular 4-cent denomination for 
a period of about three months, and 


arrangements are being made to 
have it on sale at Post Offices in 
the larger centres throughout Can- 
ada on that date. 

The size of the new stamp will be 
approximately 1%” x 1”, or the 
same size as the current Pictorial 
Issue. | 

Orders for the new stamp in mint 
condition may now be sent to the 
Philatelic Section, Financial Branch, 
Post Office Department, Ottawa, 
Canada, and will receive the earliest 
possible attention after the 1st April, 
1949. 

Orders for the new stamp only 
will be given preference over mixed 
orders for both the new stamp and 
former issues. Mixed orders cannot 
be filled until some considerable 
time after the 1st April 1949 

Remittances for mint stamps or 
First Day Covers are to be made 
payable to the Receiver General of 
Canada. 

Residents of Canada are requested 
to make remittances by means of 
money order, postal note, bank 
draft, or certified cheque. If cash is 
sent the letter should be registered. 

Foreign Exchange Control regula- 
tions require payment by United 
States clients to be made in United 
States funds at par, by means of 
money order, bank draft, or certified 
cheque. If cash is sent the letter 
should be registered. (United States 
postal notes are not acceptable.) 

Clients not resident in Canada or 
the United States are  reqired to 
remit by International Postal Money 
Order, and must include the cost of 
return postage and registration. 

To meet the wishes of First Day 
Cover collectors, arrangements are 
being made to furnish selected ad- 
vance supplies of the new stamp to 
the City Post Office at St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, where mail order re- 
quests for First Day Covers will be 
attended to under the following 
conditions. 

(1) All covers will be returned by 
ordinary mail unless it is specifical- 
ly requested that they be returned 
registered or by air mail. 


(2) In addition to postage to be 
affixed to the cover, a fee of 5-cents. 
will be charged for servicing each 
cover returned by ordinary mail and 
10-cents for each cover returned 
registered or by air mail. 

Persons who desire to obtain First. 
Day Covers should forward, under 
cover, to the Postmaster, St. John's, 
Newfoundland, any addressed covers 
intended for transmission on the 
First Day issue, 1st April, 1949, 
together with a covering remittance 
as indicated above. To avoid damage 
to First Day Covers please insert 
fillers, and to insure desired date, 
covers must arrive in St. John's a 
few days prior to 1st April. 

The necessary space should be 
provided on First Day Covers if 
blocks of stamps are required to be 
used. 

PLEASE NOTE: Requests for 
First Day Covers must not include 
orders for mint or unused stamps. 
The Philatelic Section at Ottawa 
will not handle First Day Covers. 


PACK COLLECTION REALIZES 
$360,000 

The sixth and final portion of the 
great Charles Lathrop Pack collec- 
tion was sold by Harmer, Rooke & 
Co. at their rooms, 560 Fifth Avenue, 
New York, on Feb. 16, 17 and 18. 

The three-day sale realized ap- 
proximately $30,000, bringing the 
grand total of the entire collection 
up to the enormous sum of $360,000. 

Mr. Pack’s collection must there- 
fore rank as one of the largest ever 
sold by auction. It was exceeded in 
recent years only by the Col. E.H.R. 
Green collection, a large part of 
which was also disposed of by Harm- 
er, Rooke & Co. 

The Pack collection comprised 
largely the early stamps of Argen- 
tine Republic, Brazil, Canada, Cape 
of Good Hope, Newfoundland, New 
South Wales, New Zealand and  Vic- 
toria. It is believed that his Victoria 
was the largest such collection ever 
assembled.
